3, An SNB battalion headquarters had ubout 350 men, incl uding 
administration personnel, political instructors, communications 
personnel (radio operators) and drivers, Company headquarters of 
about 10 men each were subordinate to the battulion headcuarters. 
The companies had 30-man platoons, which porfommed patrol duty. 
Platoon included no headquarters personnel. 


4, Each SNB platouwa had three light machine guns, mostly of Czech 
type 26 and German type 34. New SNB personnel reporting for duty 
in mid-October 1949 were equipped exclusively with the new Czech 

S-mm submachine gun, type 48. *** Each platoon had 100 hand 
grenades, Most pistols were of the Czech type 2h {9 mm caliber) 
and another Czech type (7.65 mm caliber), A new pistol of Czech 
make was to be introduced. 


5, An SNB sciool for company and platoon leaders was in DOUFOV (MH 51/ 
P89). Each battelLion also had a small school of its own. The

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No members of the Czech Army had been with the SNB 
units in the western border area up to early December 
1949. However, the SUSICE battalion was told that in 
the spring of 1950 the SNE platoons were to be brought 
to 60-man strength by detached army personnsl. 


ALL SNB members got an increase in salary, sveraging 80 
to 100 percent, effective on 28 October 1949.
